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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 This communication is in response to applicant's amendment to first non-final 
office action, which was filed April 07, 2006. 

2 Arguments to the claims have been entered and made of record in the 
application of Jindal for a "Universal soft remote control " filed on June 20, 2003. 

Claims 1-19 are the same as originally filed. 
New claims 20-22 are introduced. 

Claims 1-22 are allowed as evident by applicant's arguments. 
Claims 1-22 are pending. 

3 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combined prior arts of record disclose or suggest a universal remote control for 
providing wireless remote control of one or more devices, the devices being equipped 
for remote control by respective original remote controls having visual appearances 
different from one another, the universal remote control comprising a memory that 
stores one or more descriptions associated with one or more original remote controls 
that are selectively emulated keys by the universal remote control, the descriptions 
including information describing the visual appearances of the original remote control 
keys that the descriptions are associated with, and a graphical user interface upon 
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which is displayed a representation of one of the original remote controls selected for 
emulation by the universal remote control, which the visual appearance representation 
may be user defined or customizes. 

4 However, the combined prior arts of record fail to disclose or suggest a universal 
remote control for providing wireless remote control of one or more devices, where the 
universal remote control includes that stores one or more descriptions associated with 
one or more original remote controls that are selectively emulated by the universal 
remote control, the descriptions including information describing the visual appearances 
of the original remote controls that the descriptions are associated with a graphical user 
interface upon which is displayed a representation of one of the original remote controls 
selected for emulation by the universal remote control, the representation having a 
visual appearance substantially the same as the original remote control being emulated. 
Also, determining which one of the original remote controls to emulate and displaying a 
replica of the original remote control being emulated, where the replica having a visual 
appearance substantially the same as the original remote control being emulated and 
by respective original remote controls having visual appearances different from one 
another.
